(3)  Annuity  Bonds— a  business  investment  and  bene 
volent.  Another  method  of  aiding  in  the  erection  of  this 
Building  is  for  individuals  who  may  wish  to  contribute  to 
a  benevolent  work,  but  who  need  the  income  from  the  prin- 
cipal during  life,  to  invest  the  principal  protected  by  Un- 
real estate  and  business  assets  of  the  Sunday-school  Uoanl 
(these  business  assets  amount  to  some  $80,000).  Total  secu- 
rity will  exceed  $140,000,  with  Annuity  Bonds,  etc.,  of  lia- 
bility to  amount  of  $70,000,  and  to  accept  the  Annuity  Bond 
of  the  Board,  which  provides  for  the  payment  of  interest 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  donor.
